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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice of Amendment 

The remarks filed on April 5, 2007, are acknowledged. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4 and 26, drawn to a sterile disposable apparatus to heat 
solution having a housing, reactants to produce an exothermic reaction 
and heat a fluid within a hollow receptacle and a self sealing inlet, 
classified in class 126, subclass 263.05. 

II. Claims 5-6, 8-18, 20-22 and 25, drawn to a sterilized endoscopic defogger 
having a casing having a plurality of sidewall chamber and a central 
chamber, with an self sealing inlet allowing a surgical scope to be passed 
there-through, exothermic reactive chemicals, a defogging solution and 
wherein the chambers are breachable to create a sustained exothermic 
reaction, classified in class 600, subclass 169. 

III. Claims 23-24, drawn to a disposable scope defogger having a casing 
having a plurality of sidewall chamber and a central chamber with an self 
sealing inlet allowing a surgical scope to be passed there-through, 
exothermic reactive chemicals, a chemical reaction catalyst, 

a defogging solution and electrical wiring embedded within a central 
compartment, the electrical wiring being configured to be electrically 
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coupled to a power source to produce additional healing, classified in 
class 392, subclass 445. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions In 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention is used to defog an 
endoscopic instrument. The subcombination has separate utility such as being used as 
a self contained portable heater to heat food and beverages. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs. 
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modes of operation, and effects (IViPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are a portable apparatus wherein an exothemriic reaction is created 
to heat a solution and an apparatus for defogging an endoscope having electric wiring 
contained therein to produce additional heat. 

inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are an endoscopic defogger having a casing having a plurality of 
sidewall chamber and a central chamber, with an self sealing inlet allowing a surgical 
scope to be passed there-through, exothermic reactive chemicals, a defogging solution 
and wherein the chambers are breachable to create a sustained exothermic reaction 
and an apparatus for defogging an endoscope having electric wiring contained therein 
to produce additional heat. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for tlie reasons given . 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
